STEAMER COLUMBIA 


STRUCK BY A SHELL 


CHEPOO, Feb. 
10.—The 
British 


steamer Columbia, which arrived hen. 
yesterday from Port Arthur, bringing 
news of the attack by the 
Japanese 


fleet upon the Russian fleet, 
reports 


that the Columbia had a narrow es- 
cape from Injury. Her passengers and 
crew were very much excited. While 
going out of the roads at Port Arthur, 
the Russian cruiser Novik got between 
the Columbia and the Japanese fleet. 
Shells which passed over lh« Novik 
struck around the Columbia. Her l 
was cut Into shreds and one shell fell 
on her deck. The faces of those who 
were on deck were 
blackened 
with 


powder smoke. A naval oitlcer who 
was recently at Port Arthur says the 
Russians were not prepared for the at- 
tack on their ships and had an insuffi- 
cient amount of steam up. A boat pa- 
trolled the strallH of Pe Chi LI con- 
tinuously, but aparontly the Japanese 
torpedo boats were not noticed until 
after the first torpedo was fired. The 
"Russians fired but the Japanese did 
not return the fire and backed off. An 
lour later the discharge of torpedopa 
was repeated, after which the torpedo 
boats withdrew some distance. At 10 
o'clock Tuesday morning tho Japanese 
'ast cruisers circled within view of 
the whole Russian fleet, hut they wero 
lot engaged. Tho Russians 
returned 
o wards the shore after an hour. Thft

Others of the wearied Baltimore fire 
fighters were relieved during the late

The telephone systems of the

were badly crippled, their central ex-

power house having beun entirely con- 
pumed.

tion of East Baltimore was 
averted 


only by the promptness of some of the 
young men of the. city. Yesterday af-

Ihe trouble. The young men found an 
old volunteer hand reel, pulled It to the 
church. The cracked old hose of other 
days was unwound and attached to

THE BALTIMOHK F1RK. 


The Baltimore lire will certainly carry an important lesson to other cities 


Jn the art of fire fighting. 


From what has been learned from the Chicago theatre horror and thin 


most destructive rlre in Baltimore, there IH much to be learned by other cities 
If they would avoid such disasters. 


One rcmiirkable feature of the great fire is that no firemen were killed. 


Indeed such a result is calculated to lead to the conclusion thnt the firemen 
kept Ht a safe dlsuuice and did not expose themselves to the danger of being 
overcome by smoke or crushed under falling walls, 


DEMANDING MORE OF THE LICENSE FEES, 


There seems to be no basis of Justice underlying the bill now before the 


legislature providing thnt one-half the money paid for liquor licenses be 
turned over to the state. 
This Is one of the schemes devised by Governor 


Bates to raise money. The other is nn Inheritance tax. Against the latter 
there is not so much to be said, but if a city has license it has to bear the 
expense of the paupers, which the business will produce: but 
if half 
the 


license money be turned over lo the state there will not be enough left to 
support the victims of the traffic. 
Thu amount paid the state at the present 


time is 25 per eent. of the license money. 
Thus I/well's last quota was 


540,006, but if the change proposed by the governor were made this amount 
would be doubled. 


Why this attempt to ox tort money from the towns and 
cities of 
the 


state? Simply that the republican party In the stnte administration last 
year was recklessly extravagant and It wants to make a better showing this 
year, not by reducing- expense but by making the towns and cities pay a 
larger part of the bill. 


The measure should be promptly defeated. The scheme IK not proposed 


In the interest of no license but merely to enable the republicans to make a 
better showing In their stale finances.

Extreme Discomfort for Police 


and Troops in Baltimore 


A BRILLIANT SCENE 


BALTIMORE. Md., Feb. • 10—Tho night 


•was marked by two new alarms of fire 
the full of a number of walla and condi- 
tions of extreme discomfort for the sol- 
diers and policemen on guard, tho temper- 
ature dropping about 10 degree nnd 
; 


keen wind blowing throughout tho night 
The wuather conditions Jt is thought w.-re 
n.'sponnlMe for the falling walls, tho rack- 
iiiK effect of the cold upon tlm heated 
brlckH aiding the wind in bringing down 
several of the ruins. 


Tho firemen were called out early dur- 


ing tho night by an alarm of fire, th? 
blaze originating in the engine room of 
the lumber yard of William D. Gill & Son 
in the southwestern district, not far from 
the burned district, though tho fire was 
;ui entirely independent one. Three com- 
jianiea and the lireboat Cainract respond- 
ed and extinguished tho (Ire after It had 
done J7500 damage to the lumber yard and 
an adjacent pulverizer works. Later an 
unimportant blaze in tho northern resi- 
dence district again called out some of 
the- overworked firemen, but with these 
exceptions tho men spent the night ' 
their beds. 
Tho detachment of police who spent the 
night in the ruins guarding the vaults 
and safes in the financial district were 
far more comfor.ta.ble. Owing to the need 
of police to patrol the outlying residen- 
tial section It was necessary for men to 
put in 10 and 12 hours of continuous duty 
and almost without shelter and tho men 
•wpro thoroughly benumbed when relieved 
at daylight this morning. Even the (sol- 
diers on guard for but two hours at u 
stretch found this tour In the icy wind 
long enough and considerate officers per- 
mitted them to shelter themselves In con- 
venient doorways and build small picket 
firea wherever possible. 
Those in ex- 
posed posts paced briskly to and fro to 
keep the blood In circulation. Three com- 
panies of troops were kept on continuous 
patrol duty- in tho ruins throughout the 
night and thn outer lines were maintained 
as strictly aa ever by the throe regiments 
and the naval brigade. So quiet were the 
conditions that the military headquarters 
In the marshal's office were practically 
closed at midnight. 
A conflict between branches of the fed- 
eral government -was reported ln«t nfght 
when one of the mall carriers who -warn 
endeavoring to enter the post office for 
duty was halted by a private of the com- 
pany of heavy artillery which was placed 
on guard around that building and the 
sub-treasury. 
In the encounter betwct-n 
the seniry aiid the carrier the latter was 


hit over tho head with the soldier's rifle, 
but was not seriously injured.

F u history could be written of th 


diplomatic wars, of the battles los 
and won behind closed doors, th 
world would come to understan 


that not all great generals bear ml] 
itary titles. The man who 'has nan 
died the Japanese end of the Imbrogl! 
in the far east has revealed himself t 
be no mean tactician. Pitted agains 
the trained and secretive diplomats o 
Russia, with the veteran Lamsdorft a 
Mieir head, this comparatively youth 
ful Jap has shown himself their eq.ua 
and, if he originated the American am 
Japanese treaties with China in Man 
churla, their superior. 


Jutaro Komura, the present Japanes 


minister of foreign affairs, 
received 


most o£ his education 
in America 


After completing the regular literary 
course In one of the home unlversltic. 
be entered the Harvard Law schoo 
in 1875 when little past twenty and 
graduated in 1877, being the first Jap 
to take a degree from that university 
He then spent another year at Harvard 
In postgraduate work, principally in thi 
study of international law. 
He nex 


went to New York and entered the law 
office of ex-Attorney General Daven- 
port, where he spent another year in 
the study of International law. 
Sill 


he was not satisfied. Going to Koch- 
ester, he entered the law office of ex- 
Commissioner Smith of the court 01 
claims, then legal adviser of Japan 
where he took yet another year's work 
In International law. 
Thus he had 


spent five years in America, especially 
fitting himself for the career he was to 
follow. There is a story to the effed 
that he had sho.wn himself a firat rate 
diplomat while still in bis teens In his 
native land and that his American ed- 
ucation was provided at the expense of 
his government. 


Returning to Japan by way of Eu- 


rope, where he spent a few months In 
further study, young Komura at first 
entered the Judiciary department of the 
home government. 
After three years 


here he was transferred to the foreign 
office, where he began at the bottom of 
consular positions and worked his way 
up. 
In 1894 he had reached the im- 


portant post of secretary of legation at 
Peking and was acting minister on the 
eve of the outbreak of the Chino-Japa- 
nese war. It tlniB fell upon him to close 
diplomatic relations, close the legation 
and bear the. flog of Japan back to 
Tokyo. 


At the close of the war Mr. Komura 


•was thrown Into the middle of things 
In Manchuria, being made civil gov- 
ernor of the recently captured province 
of Anlung. But through the interfer- 
ence of the powers Russia succeeded in 
taking the spoils of war that Japan had 
won,

The barrel was tilled with shavings 
and amiill chips of wood and If It had not 
neon discovered when it was it Is hard 
to tell what damage might have been 
done. 


The lire was discovered by one of the 
members of a family named Birmingham 
residing on tho first floor directly over 
where the fire occurred. 
One of the

while {mother of the family was getting 
a glass of witter -she detected the odor 
nt smoke and also heard the crackling 
of fhe flnmea. It wns at her Instigation 
thfit tlie ularm was pulled in.

One remarkable feature of the great fire is that no firemen were killed. 


Indeed such a result Is calculated to lead to the conclusion that the firemen 
kept at a nufc distance and did not expose themselves to the danger of being 
overcome by smoke or crushed under falling walls.

Juluro Komura, the present Japanes 


minister of foreign affairs, 
receive 


most of his educalion in 
America 


After completing ihe regular literal- 
course In one of the home universitie 
he entered the Harvard Law schoo 
in 1875 when liltle past twenty an 
graduated In 1877, being the first Ja. 
to take a degree from that university 
He then spent another year at Harvar 
In postgraduate work, principally in th 
study of international law. 
He nex 


went to New York and entered the lai 
office of ex-Attorney General Daven 
port, where he spent another year in 
the study of International law. SU1 
he was not satisfied. Going to Roch 
ester, he entered the law office of e.x 
Commissioner Smith of the court o 
claims, then legal adviser of Japan 
where he took yet another year's work 
in international law. Thus he ha< 
spent five years In America, especially 
fitting himself tor the career he was to 
follow. There is a story to the effec 
that he had shown himself a first rate 
diplomat while still in his teens In his 
native land and that his American ed- 
ucation was provided at the expense of. 
his government. 


Returning to Japan by way of Eu- 


rope, where he spent a few months in 
further study, young Komura at first 
entered the Judiciary department of the 
home government. 
After three years 


here he was transferred to the foreign 
office, where he began at the bottom of 
consular positions and worked his way 
up. In 1894 he had reached the Im- 
portant post of secretary of legation at 
Peking and was acting mlnisler on Ihe 
eve of the outbreak of the Chlno-Japa- 
nese war. It thus fell upon him to close 
diplomatic relations, close the legation 
and bear the nag of Japan hack to 
Tokyo. 


At the close of (he war Mr. Komura 


was thrown into the middle of things 
in Manchuria, being made civil gov- 
ernor of the recently captured province 
of Anlung. But through the Interfer- 
ence of the powers Russia succeeded In 
taking Ihe spoils of war that Japan had 
won,

LONDON, Feb. 10.—Baron Hayashl, 


the Japanese minister here, has re- 
ceived official confirmation from Toklo 
of the destruction at Chemulpo of the 
Russian first class cruiser Variag ant 
the Ibird class cruiser Korletz. 


The cruiser Variag, which was buill 


at Cramps shipyard. Philadelphia, in 
1803, was of steel and unsheathed. She 
was of 6500 tons displacement and her 
indicated horse power was 20,000.

ment in the sum of $28,000, voted 32 to 
4 to instruct the city solicitor to effect 
a oettlcment at once. 


Both branches, by concurrent vote, 


adopted a Joint order introduced by 
Alderman Mlskella, instructing 
the 


mayor and city solicitor to appear in 
opposition to the bill to give half the 
license money to the state at a hear- 
ing to be held at the state house today. 


The hoard of aldermen gave a hear- 


ing on the petition of the Lowell Gas- 
light company for a franchise. 


The upper branch refused to ballot 


for a member of the water board and 
laid the board of health appointments 
on the table. 


The common council transacted but 


llttie business and adjourned early.

Resolved, by the board of aldermen 


and common council of the city of 
Lowell in city council assembled, ae 
iollows: 


That whereas the bill now pending 


in the Mass, legislature entitled, "Kela- 
ttve to the appropriation of fees for 
ihe sale of intoxicating liquora to be 
paid to the Commonwealth," provides 
that one-half of the money obtained 
from licenses for the sale of liquors In 
all cities of the Commonwealth shall 
be paid into the state treasury. In- 
stead of one-fourth of the amount, as 


the last year of license he Raid the 
total amount paid for 
licenses 
was 


5171,2K, of which $-13,000 went to the 
state nnd 5128,183 to the city. Under 
this proposed law the state will re- 
ceive $43,000 more, and lie believed that 
that amount should not be lost by the 
city.

Extreme Discomfort for Police 


and Troops in Baltimore 


BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 10— The nlgli 


was marked by two new alarms or tire 
the fall of a number of walls nnd condi- 
tions of extreme discomfort for the sol- 
diers and policemen nn guard, the temper- 
aturo dropping about 10 'degrees und 
«i 


keen wind blowing throughout the night 
Tho weather conditions it is thought were 
responsible for the falling wall*, the rack- 
ing effect of tho cold upon the- heater 
bricks aiding the wind in bringing down 
oeveral of the ruins. 


The fircme:i were called out early dur- 


ing tho night by an alarm of fire, the 
L-laze originating in the engine room of 
the lumber yard of William U. Gill & Son 
In tbe southwestern district, not far from 
the burned district. though the fire wtis 
an entirely Independent one. Throe com- 
panies and the ftreboiit Cataract respond- 
ed and extinguished the fire after It hut 
dono J7500 damage to the lumber yard and 
an adjacent pulverizer works. .Later an 
unimportant blaze in tho northern resi- 
dence district again called out some of 
tho overworked firemen, but with these 
exceptions tho men spent iho night In 
their beds. 
Tho detachment of police who spent the 
night in tho ruins guarding the- vaults 
and safes In the financial district were 
far more comfortable. Owing to the need 
of police to patrol the outlving residen- 
tial seclfon It was ncccFs.-iry for men to 
put In 11) and 12 hours of continuous duty 
and almost without shelter nnd the men 
were thoroughly benumbed when relieved 
nt daylight thin morning. Even the sol- 
diers on gunrd for but two hours nt a 
Btrctch found this tour in the icy wind 
long enough and conpjrterafe officers per- 
mitted them to shelter themselves in con- 
venient doorways and build small picket 
fires wherever possible. 
Those in ex- 
osed posts paced briskly to nnd fro to 
eep the blood In circulation. Threo com- 
panies of troops were kept on continuous 
patrol duly in tbe ruins throughout the 
night and the outer lines were maintained 
as strictly as ever by the three rnerlments 
and tho naval brigade. So quiet were th° 
conditions thai the military headquarters 
in the marshal's office were practically 
clrsi-d at midnight. 
A conflict between branches of tho fed- 
eral government was reported" hi ft night 
when one of the mail carriers wlm was 
endeavoring to enter the post ottice for 
duty was halted by a private of tho com- 
pany of heavy artillery which was placed 
on guard around that building nnd tho 
sub-treasury.

diplomatic wars, of the battles lo 
and won behind closed doors, tl 
world would come to understan 


that not all great generals bear mi 
itary titles. The man who has nan 
died the Japanese end of the ImbrogI 
In the far east has revealed himself I 
be no mean tactician. Pitted agalns 
the trained and secretive diplomats o 
Russia, with the veteran Ijamsdorff a 
'.heir head, this comparatively youth 
ful Jap has shown himself their equa 
and. If he originated the American an 
Japanese treaties with China in Man 
churia, their superior. 


Jutaro Komura, the present Japanes 


minister of foreign affairs, 
receive 


most of his education in America 
After completing the regular literar 
course in one of the home universitie 
lie entered the Harvard Law schoo 
In 1876 when little past twenty an 
graduated in 1877, being the first Ja 
to take a degree from that university 
He then spent another year at Harvan 
in postgraduate work, principally in th 
sludy of international law. He nex 
went to New Tork and entered the lav, 
office of ex-Attorney General Daven 
port, where he spent another year In 
the study of international law. Stll 
he was not satisfied. 
Going to Roch 


ester, he entered the law office of ex 
Commissioner Smith of the court o 
claims, then legal adviser of Japan 
where he took yet another year's worl 
in International law. Thus he hac 
spent five years in America, especially 
fitting himself for the career he wan to 
follow. There is a story to the effec 
that he had shown himself a flrst rate 
diplomat while still in his teens In his 
native land and that his American ed- 
ucation was provided at the expense of 
his government. 


Returning to Japan by way of Eu- 


rope, where he spent a few months in 
further study, young Komura at first 
entered the judiciary department of the 
liome government. After three years 
here he was transferred to the foreign 
office, where he began at the bottom ol 
consular positions and worked his way 
up. In 1S94 he had reached the Im- 
portant post of secretary of legation at 
Peking and was acting minister on the 
eve of the outbreak of the Chino-Japa- 
nese war. It thus fell upon him to close 
diplomatic relations, close the legation 
and bear the flag of Japan back to 
Tqkyo. 


At the close ot the war Mr. Komura 


was thrown into the middle of things 
in Manchuria, being made civil gov- 
ernor of the recently captured province 
of Antung. But through the Interfer- 
ence of the powers Russia succeeded in 
taking the spoils of war that Japan had 
won, Antung going 
with 
the rest. 


Again returning to Tokyo, Komura 
was honored by the mikado with the 
decoration of the third order of the 


a diplomat never to say anything Hint 
he needed lo take back or that In niiy 
way could Involve him or his country, 
a thing (lint unhappily lias not been 
rue of all ministers.
